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To the Citizens of Acton: 


It is a privilege to submit to you this annual report for the year 
1979. Property valuation is still a concern with the assessors. The 
Bureau of Taxation informed the assessors the Town did not 
achieve 70% of State valuation in 1979 which was required by State 
Statute. However, we did reach 67%. You will see the assessors 
around again in the spring recording and valuing property. 

The Twentieth Decennial Census of population and housing 
will officially begin on Tuesday, April 1, 1980. Every household in 
the U.S. will receive a census questionnaire in the mail on March 
28, 1980 and will be asked to answer the questions. About 90% of 
the households will be asked to mail back their completed 
questionnaires. The remaining 10%, primarily those in sparsely 
settled areas, will be instructed to keep their completed 
questionnaires until census takers pick them up. Those households 
that fail to cooperate with the request to mail back the completed 
questionnaires will be visited by census takers who will obtain the 
required information. While Federal Law requires everyone to 
answer the census, under threat of a $100.00 fine, the same law 
assures that every person’s answers to the census are confidential. 
Only Census Bureau employees, sworn to secrecy, may see 
individual census answers and there has never been a proven case of 
a census employee divulging personal information from a census. 
Not even another Federal Agency can see individual census 
answers. 

Many favorable comments have been heard concerning the 
suppers put on by the various committees at the Town Hall in the 
summer. We extend our appreciation to the diligent workers of 
these affairs. 

The Sanford Fire Commission has notified Acton and other 
towns served by the ambulance that they will no longer be able to 
perform this service due to finances and shortage of personnel 
during ambulance calls. Acton presently has a committee to gather 
information to see if the citizens of Acton want to support a 
volunteer ambulance corps. 

State Statute requires every town to provide a site for disposal 
of septic waste. Acton has an agreement with the Sanford Sewage 
Treatment Plant that waste from Acton may be dumped in their 
plant. There is a charge for this service.

Dog licenses were due and payable January Ist. Owners of 
dogs must show that the dog has been immunized against rabies 
within two years, before they can be licensed. 

The Municipal officers shall within the month of April issue a 
warrant to the constable directing him to proceed forthwith and 
enter complaint and summons to court the owner or keeper on any 
unlicensed dog. 

Before entering such complaint the constable shall call on the 
owner of such dog and demand payments If the owner pays such 
license fee, he shall pay in addition thereto the officer’s fee of 
$4.00. 

A suitable tag showing the year such license is issued must be 
worn securely attached to a leather or metal collar which must be 
worn at all times by the dog, for which the license was issued, and it 
shall be unlawful for any person to remove such tag or to place 
either collar or tag on any dog not described or for which the 
license was not issued.

In the spring volunteers assisted the librarian in weeding out 
un-needed and obsolete books. A two day book sale was held and 
these books were re-cycled back into use by many different 
purchasers. 

The next project was painting. Armed with brushes, rags and 
tools, a crew of volunteers scraped, patched and painted the walls 
and woodwork. New curtains and a floor washing completed the 
job that left the library clean, neat and orderly, An Open House 
was held with about 50 guest attending to see our ‘‘new book’’. 

Flowers were planted out front and were enjoyed all summer 
and into the fall. Bulbs have been put in for a spring blooming. 

We expanded out services to include being open from 5-7 on 
Tuesdays during the summer. Four children’s story hours were held 
and were very well attended. 

The Harrison Area Bookmobile from the Maine State Library 
visits us every four months allowing us to borrow books which we 
do not have. 

Rising costs of books, as with everything else, means fewer 
books can be purchased with the money appropriated. This year 89 
new books were purchased. Many people give us books also, which 
we appreciate. 

A total of 131 local readers borrowed 1,175 books this year. 

I want to take this opportunity to thank the library officers, 
members, trustees, and all interested persons who contributed so 
much time and effort to make the Acton Public Library a much 
nicer and effective part of our town.

The Acton Health Council held meetings at various members 
homes during the year with an increase in membership due to new 
-amilies moving in to the town. 

The activities at the school were continued all year for 
Pre-school registration, physicals and immunizations, eye testing, 
hearing tests and urinalysis. All immunizations were completed to 
comply with State Laws. 

A Rabies Clinic was held in March at the Fire Station. Dr. 
Chamberlain immunized 101 dogs and 24 cats. 

A refresher course for C.P.R. was held in March and a new 
course in April. Each person will have to renew their certificates 
each year as a new rule by Red Cross. 

Growth and Development Program was held at the school in 
May with Louise Horn, R.N. 

Adult Clinics were held at the Acton-Milton Mills Baptist 
Church at various times during the year offering Flu shots, checks 
on Blood pressure, Blood sugar, Pap smears and Gloucoma. 

The Swim Program was a success with 56 children and adults 
attending. 

The Acton Health Council received a commendation for 
outstanding cooperation with the Red Cross Blood Program which 
has been put up at the Town Hall. 

We had difficulty getting a hygienist so the Dental Program 
will be done later. 

A special thank you to Dr. Moulton, Dr. Bartlett, Dr.

REPORT OF THE 


SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the School Committe and Citizens of the Town: 


The year 1979 was a year of accomplishments for the children 
and citizens of Acton: It included the completion of another 
landmark. On December 30, the addition to the elementary school 
was dedicated giving tribute to the foresight and involvement of 
Acton citizens who believed in the importance of good education; 
at that time it was a reaffirmation to the belief the school belongs 
not only to the people of the community in which the school 
resides, but to the society in its entirety; to the whole scheme of 
democrary; the past, present, and future; and to those who gave us 
this heritage. 

In the four years I have served you as Superintendent there has 
been a sustained effort by the School Committee, Administration, 
teachers, and parents to improve the educational program for the 
children of Acton. In that period of time double grade classrooms, 
high teacher people ratios and generally over crowded conditions 
have been elimianted. Coordinated K-8 curricula programs have 
been developed to allow for continuity in the basic skills and 
disciplines. These same improvements have gained support for 
additional personnel. Unpredicted increases in enrollments pro- 
duced temporary dislocations in curricula and instructional plans. 
However, the understanding and adaptability of all concerned kept 
the school ship on even keel. 


One very disturbing element in the overall good educational 
program supported by Acton is the poor scholastic standings of 
secondary students who have irregular attendance records. The 
School Committee and your administration consistently reminds 
parents and guardians of their responsibilities to ensure regular 
attendance, but the same people make promises that are not kept 
and educationally opportunities are lost. Court action is costly to 
the taxpayer and it does not solve the need for more effective home 
supervision. With increasing tuition and transportation costs it may 
be less costly to take legal action, but total community action 
expressed to the families of these same students may bring about 
more positive results. 

] am pleased to report the professional staff has been involved 
in in-service programs for the evaluation of curriculum and 
instruction that is showing considerable growth in both. Individual 
student growth has gradually improved with the smaller classes, 
separate grades and concentrated instruction in certain skills, 
grades 3 - 6. The added space has decreased emotional pressures 
and resulted in fewer discipline problems. The food service and 
meals, according to students, are ‘‘super’’. The federally funded 
program has been continued under Title I and remedial instruction 
is available for those who need such instruction. 

For me it has been a pleasant experience to serve the Town of 
Acton and to work in behalf of the children attending school. The 
progress made has been made possible by the support, cooperation 
and participation of parents, citizens, school committee members, 
my assistant Mrs. Linda Jowett, and in particular, the entire school 
staff. I thank them all.

COMMENTS 


DEPARTMENTAL OPERATIONS 


The fiscal year's operations showed that a net unexpended departmental 
balance of $509.54 was lapsed to surplus, per the following summary: 


Departmental Accounts: 


Unexpended Balances $3,672.87 
Overdrafts $165 e03 
Net Unexpended Balance $ 509.54 


Supplemental taxes and an unexpended balance in the lien charges and 
interest account less tax abatements were the major factors contributing 
to the net unexpended balance lapsed to surplus. 


The following comments pertain to the accompanying financial statements: 


ASSETS. . . .The general cash balance was $16,566.55 at January 31, 
1979. The bank balance used in reconciling this account was confirmed 
by the depository. 


Investments totaled $56,399.01 at January 31, 1979 and consisted of 
general and federal revenue sharing funds on deposit with Depositors 
Trust, Springvale, Maine. 


Taxes receivable totaling $31,997.45 represented 1978 accounts of 
$31,522.10 and prior year accounts of $475.35 dating from 1976. Tax 
liens and tax acquired property totaled $6,567.50 and $348.64 respectively. 


Deferred charges in the amount of $0092 +50 were carried forward pending 
further financial activity. 


RESERVES AND SURPLUS. . . .Unexpended departmental account balances 
of $86,138.78 were carried forward to the ensuing year in accordance 
with legal requirements and or voter authority. 


State revenue sharing and antirecession fiscal assistance funds of 
$2,788.00 and $948.00 respectively were carried forward pending 
allocation. 


Unappropriated federal revenue sharing funds of $19,569.97 were avail- 
able at February 1, 1978. Entitlement payments of $11,386.00 were 
received during the year. Interest earnings credited to the fund 
tot@ed $925.26. Appropriated federal revenue sharing funds of 
$19,550.00 were allocated to the town's operating account to be expended 
for public transportation and public safety purposes. Unappropriated 
funds amounted to $12,331.23 at January 31, 1979. 


The umappropriated surplus amounted to $15,225.52, an increase of 
$510.53 for the year. This change was occasioned principally by 
the net unexpended departmental balance lapsed and a gain on a sale 
of tax acquired property less prior years tax abatements. 


DEBI FUND. . . .The debt fund, incorporated in the balance sheet as 
a separate fund, reflects fire truck notes of $12,572.53 which are to 
be retired during the ensuing two years. 


TRUST FUNDS. . . .The trust fund principals totaled $900.00 and un- 
expended income was $1,629.16 at the fiscal year end. These funds 
were invested in time deposits at the Depositors Trust, Springvale, 
Maine. 


GENERAL 


The use of excise tax revenue and overlay for miscellaneous expenditures 
was voter authorized. The townspeople also authorized the use of 
federal revenue sharing and antirecession fiscal assistance funds 

for various purposes. The transfer of $6,000.00 from the miscellaneous 
account to the snow removal account was also voter authorized. 


It was noted that antirecession fiscal assistance funds had not been 
allocated during the year in accordance with the requirements of the 
act. This is not in compliance with Section 52.44 of the antirecession 
fiscal assistance regulations, which provides that the recipient 
government shall appropriate or obligate payments for basic services 
before the end of the six-month period which begins the day following 
the receipt of a payment.
